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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The examiner acknowledges the amending of claim 1 1 , cancellation of claim 1 5, 
and addition of claim 18. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 04/10/2006, with respect to claim 11 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claim has been 
withdrawn. 

The examiner agrees that, as amended, the limitations of claim 1 1 are not taught 
by Reid, Gen-ei, or Onomura. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-14, and 16-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 1 is believed to be allowable, as the device structure limitations, 
specifically the chip length in a width direction, were not found to be clearly taught by 
the prior art, or an obvious combination of the prior art. Reid teaches a non-nitride 
based device wherein a broad width dimension of 250-500um is taught for handling 
purposes (Reid, [0048]). It is not believed to be obvious to narrow this range down, as 
the claimed range is more than 200um and less than 300um, and in addition motivate 
the change of material system (nitride based) as well as the addition of submount and 
soldering methods. The examiner also agrees with the applicant (see Remarks, pgs.4-5, 
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04/10/2006) that the dimensions of the laser chip play a crucial role in the instant 
invention, and support the non-obvious modification to the Reid publication. 

In addition, prior art such as Matsumura (US 6925101), was found to teach a 
similar device and electrode structure, but failed to teach the proper dimensions. For the 
same reasons stated above, changing the dimensions of Matsumura to those of the 
claimed device is believed to be non-obvious. 

Claims 12-14, and 16-18 are allowed as they depend from allowable claim 11. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
